Colton [Pirehill] (St Mary) was a rectory probably in the presentation of Walter Aston 2nd Baron 
Aston of Forfar c1609-1678. On 23 Jul 1660 after (probable) presentation by Thomas Jones (Vicar of 
Rugeley, Staffs) e1610-1672 QV (? pro Walter Aston) John Saunders B.A. c1619-1682 was 
instituted as rector of Colton (having previously been presbyterian minister here). The parish 
contained one township and was composed of one whole constablewick.

COLTON (St. Mary), a parish, in the union of Lichfield, S. division of the hundred of Pirehill, N. 
division of the county of Stafford, 2 miles (N. by E.) from Rugeley; containing 672 inhabitants. This 
parish, which is bounded on the north by the river Blythe, and on the south by the Trent, comprises 
by measurement about 3000 acres, in equal portions of arable and meadow: the soil is of average 
quality. The Grand Trunk canal passes through the south-western part of the parish. The living is a 
rectory, valued in the king's books at £5; net income, £461; patron and incumbent, the Rev. Charles 
Landor. The glebe comprises 40 acres. The church is an ancient structure, with a tower; the north 
aisle was rebuilt in 1801. There is a place of worship for Wesleyans; also a school founded by 
contributions in 1763, and since endowed with £500 by John Spencer, Esq.; and a school for 
younger children, endowed by Mr. Webb with land producing £5 per annum. [A Topographical

John Saunders B.A. (rector of Colton) c1619-1682 103 
Saunders, born about 1619, was probably a son of William Saunders of Colton "gentleman". If so he 
studied at Oxford where on 24 Mar 1636.7 he was a student at Oriel College and matriculated. At 
Oxford he graduated B.A. on 16 Nov 1640. Saunders was likely ordained deacon and priest before 
1643. On 5 Feb 1643.4 he may not have been in an office. In 1651 after presentation by Walter 
Aston 2nd Baron Aston of Forfar c1609-1678 he was appointed compliant minister of Colton 
rectory. In early Jun 1660 he continued here as de jure rector. By 23 Jul 1660 after probable 
presentation by Thomas Jones (vicar of Rugeley) e1610-1672 QV (? pro Walter Aston 2nd Baron 
Aston of Forfar c1609-1678) he was instituted rector. He subscribed to The act of uniformity on 19 
Aug 1662. On 25 Nov 1663 he was licensed as a preacher by Lichfield. In 1665 the rectory was 
valued at £60 pa (or £90 pa). In 1665 he certified the hearth tax for Colton constablewick and was 
assessed on 4 hearths. On 5 Feb 1672.3 he was collated prebendary of Lichfield Pipa Parva (and 
installed 22 Feb). Still in both offices he died, aged about 63, and was buried on 21 Jan 1681.2 at 
Colton. His will made on 25 Sep 1681 was proved under Lichfield on 6 Sep 1682. His elder son John 
Saunders (rector of Leigh) c1647-1717 placed a monument in the church at Ashbourne, Derbys in 
memory of his parents (below) but it should be noted that Saunders was not provost (proepositi) of 
Oriel College. Saunders married first about 1645 Dorothy Crompton c1610-1667 widow of Edward 
Sprott of Ashmore Brook in Lichfield gentleman c1605-1644 by whom he had 2 sons and 2 
daughters. Dorothy Crompton was probably the daughter of Thomas (not John) Crompton of Stone 
Park c1573-1645 whose mother was Jane Aston first dau of Sir Walter Aston of Tixall Knight 1530- 
1589 (grandfather of Walter Aston 1st Baron Aston of Forfar 1584-1639). Saunders married second 
perhaps about 1670 to Elizabeth.
